1 —Selling of e(iuip n(ent trust cer­ 
tificates at such rap id rate and in 
such large blocks, that all of the 
000,000 held by the director general 
of railroads may be converted int'O 
cash within sixty days. The cash will 
be diverted into the railroad treasur­ 
ies, by p romp t settlements oi 
their 
undisp uted claim« against the gover- 
ment. 
2—Large scale op erations begun by 
the war finance corp oration, under its 
new grant of p ower from congress to 
atd‘ the farm industry in orderly m ar­ 
keting. The corp oration’s initial ad­ 
vance of $15,000,000 to grain growers 
(tl the northwest, is to be followed by 
other and even larger loans to farm 
and livestock group s. 
Before the cotton and grain crop s 
are markete(i, officials ex'p eK-t that the 
government loans to the various farm 
group s easily « may reach $200,000,000, 
and that p ossibly that much in excess 
of that sum. The war finance corp or­ 
ation, under the broad p owers oi.' con­ 
gress, can extend its loaning op era­
